Needy  Children   Given   Hospital   Care  Through  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund 


TO  Presbyterian  Hospital  every  year 
comes  a  parade  of  children  who  are 
sick  or  injured.  For  some,  hospital 
care  means  the  difference  between  inva- 
lidism and  being  able  to  assume  useful 
and  normal  places  in  the  world  —  and 
happiness.  For  others,  a  life  may  be 
saved. 

Today  many  parents  are  able  to  pro- 
vide this  care  for  their  loved  ones,  but 
financial  difficulties  continue  for  scores 
of  others,  in  addition  to  new  problems 
which  are  the  outgrowth  of  war  and 
disrupted  homes 

The  father  of  fifteen-month-old  Tom- 
my was  a  private  serving  overseas,  and 
his  mother  was  young  and  inexperienced 
in  handling  emergencies.  During  a  neces- 


sary trip  to  Michigan,  from  their  home 
in  Missouri,  Tommy  had  a  fall,  and  a  few 
days  later  there  developed  a  partial 
paralysis.  Someone  told  the  distressed 
mother  that  Presbyterian  Hospital  in 
Chicago  would  help  her,  and  in  her 
anxiety  she  rushed  here  with  her  child, 
arriving  at  midnight  with  only  a  few 
dollars  in  her  purse.  Because  she  resided 
out  of  the  county  and  because  of  the  age 
of  the  child,  she  was  not  eligible  for  help 
through  the  usual  channels.  The  Child's 
Free  Bed  Fund  was  available,  though, 
and  for  ten  days  Tommy  was  cared  for 
through  the  contributions  of  other  more 
fortunate  children.  When  he  left  the 
hospital  his  mother  had  the  assurance 
that    the   emergency   had   been    met    and 


that  his  further  care  in  her  home  state 
had  been  provided  for. 

Another  family  looked  forward  with 
joy  to  the  arrival  of  a  baby  even  though 
their  moderate  income  was  already 
strained  in  providing  for  three  children. 
When  they  learned  that  this  would  be  a 
multiple  birth,  the  parents  were  still  sure 
they  could  pay  their  way  and  carefully 
re-checked  the  budget,  arranging  all  pos- 
sible economies.  But  the  twins  arrived 
prematurely  and  needed  several  weeks  of 
hospital  care,  for  which  the  parents  could 
not  possibly  pay.  Their  gratitude,  also, 
is  to  the  contributors  who  have  built  up 
the  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund. 

Josephine  had  not  been  like  other  chil-

dren  in  all  the  ten  years  of  her  life;  she 
hadn't  been  able  to  run  and  play  with 
her  brothers  and  sisters  because  she  had 
a  "bad  heart."  Once,  when  she  was 
seven,  she  had  had  an  acute  attack,  and 
the  memory  wasn't  at  all  pleasant.  Now 
she  had  another,  and  her  parents  were 
told  that  she  should  be  hospitalized. 
They  became  excited  and  distressed  be- 
cause there  wasn't  any  money  to  pay  for 
it,  and  Josephine  was  terrified  at  the 
thought  of  going  to  a  hospital.  The 
parents  finally  understood  that  they 
would  be  required  to  pay  only  as  much 
as  they  could  afford  for  Josephine's  care, 
and  the  child  was  also  reassured.  When 
she  left  the  hospital  six  weeks  later  for 
a  convalescent  home  and  then  a  special- 
ized school,  Josephine  had  become  a  hap- 
py child  —  and  she  hated  to  leave  the 
hospital  as  much  as  she  had  feared  to 
enter  it.  The  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund 
again  served. 

Presbyterian    Hospital   Tradition 

This  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund,  to  which 
so  many  young  patients  owe  their  health 
and  happiness  and  to  which  parents  have 
expressed  extreme  gratitude,  is  the  out- 
growth of  an  idea  formulated  early  in 
the  century.  For  many  years  Presby- 
terian children  had  marked  Easter  as  a 
day  on  which  to  bring  to  Sunday  School 
banks  filled  during  the  Lenten  season 
with  pennies  to  be  used  for  hospital  care 
for  indigent  children. 

In  1910  it  was  decided  that  instead  of 
using  this  money  currently  it  should  go 
into  a  new  endowment  fund,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Woman's  Board.  At  that 
time  the  income  from  $5,000  was  deemed 
sufficient  to  support  one  bed,  and  by  vote 
of  children  in  the  Presbyterian  Sunday 
Schools  of  Chicagoland  the  beds  so  en- 
dowed were  to  be  called  "Cheer-Up  Beds." 

As  they  have  done  for  so  many  years, 
children  will  again  in  1945  receive  banks 
into  which  they  will  drop  their  coins  with 
an  unselfish  thought  for  the  health  and 
happiness  of  those  less  fortunate.  To 
these  gifts  through  the  Sunday  Schools 
on  Easter  may  be  added  contributions 
from  any  individuals  interested  in  help- 
ing the  children  to  help  each  other. 

At  the  present  time  the  Child's  Free 
Bed  Fund  amounts  to  $55,194.97,  and 
eleven  beds  have  been  named.  Last  year 
76  Sunday  Schools  and  eight  individuals 
contributed  $2,860. 

Much  of  the  successful  growth  of  the 
fund  has  been  due  to  the  sincere  efforts 
of  Mrs.  William  A.  Douglass,  whose  devo- 
tion to  this  care  for  needy  children  has 
imbued  all  with  whom  she  worked  with 
the  same  spirited  enthusiasm.  After 
serving  for  more  than  fifteen  years  as 
chairman  of  the  Child's  Free  Bed  and 
Babies'  Alumni  Funds,  this  years  Mrs. 
Douglass  has  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the 
chairmanship  of  the  former. 

This  office  will  be  taken  by  Mrs.  Ken- 
neth C.  King,  a  member  of  the  committee 
since  1938.  Mrs.  William  B.  Neal,  vice- 
chairman  since  1937,  will  continue  in  that 
capacity.

X-ray  technician  at  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital since  1935  and  president  of  the 
American  Society  of  X-ray  Technicians 
since  1942,  Miss  Mabel  M.  Walsh  is  now 
recipient  of  a  new  honor  in  recognition 
of  her  loyal  services  and  of  the  distinc- 
tion she  has  brought  to  the  hospital.

As  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital x-ray  staff  she  has  helped  in  im- 
proving techniques  and  in  maintaining 
the  high  level  of  the  department. 
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Adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
medical  staff  of  General  Hospital  13  since 
its  arrival  in  New  Guinea,  with  several 
officers  assigned  to  detached  service  and 
two  returned  to  the  Unitfed  States.

less  fortunate  than  we. 

Of  a  total  of  136,888  days'  care  of  pa-J 
tients  during  the  year,  less  than  half  | 
were  paid  for  in  full.  Of  the  rest,  in? 
some  cases  patients  paid  the  stated  rate,! 
but  that  rate  did  not  cover  the  full  cost; 
and  in  other  instances  patients  paid  only) 
a  small  amount  or  care  was  given  abso- 
lutely free. 

Presbyterian  Hospital  was  chartered) 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  medical  andr 
surgical  care,  within  the  scope  of  itsji 
facilities,  to  all  who  require  it.  The  aims' 
of  the  institution  are  high,  but  they  can:i 
be  met  and  maintained  with  the  aid  ofi 
those  who  believe  in  lending  a  helping: 
hand.  The  hospital  is  sincerely  grateful, 
for  the  confidence  in  its  principles  and? 
its  work,  which  has  been  expressed  by 
the  growing  support  of  our  churches' 
each  year.

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The  Woman's  Board  grieves  in  the  loss 
of  two  members,  Mrs.  A.  B.  Dick  and 
Mrs.  Lincoln  M.  Coy,  true  friend;  of  their 
associates  and  of  the  hospital  to  which 
each  extended  an  ever-willing  hand  in 
service.  Their  guidance,  dating  back  to 
the  early  days  of  this  century,  has  left 
an  indelible  imprint  in  the  progress  of 
the  Board,  and  the  memory  of  their  de- 
votion will  make  richer  its  history. 

Mrs.   A.   B.   Dick 

On  September  26,  1944,  the  Woman's 
Board  lost  through  death  a  member 
who;e  quiet  influence  played  an  impor- 
tant part  in  shaping  the  policies  of  the 
Board  during  the  forty  years  of  her 
membership.  Joining  the  Board  in  1905, 
as  a  member  of  the  Lake  Forest  Presby- 
terian Church,  Mrs.  A.  B.  Dick  immedi- 
ately began  the  capable  leadership  which 
has  characterized  her  many  years  of 
service. 

For  four  years  she  was  a  member  of 
the  executive  committee,  following  which 
she  was  persuaded  to  become  chairman 
of  the  important  Finance  Committee  for 
another  four  years.  In  1913  Mrs.  Dick 
was  elected  vice-president,  an  office  which 
she  held  until  1928.  At.  the  time  of  her 
death  she  was  serving  on  the  Advisory 
Council,  having  become  a  member  in 
1929,  and  on  the  Contributors  Fund  Com- 
mittee, of  which  she  became  a  member 
in  1930  and  of  which  she  held  the  chair- 
manship for  five  years. 

The  active  interest  of  the  Dick  family 
in  the  work  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  was 
indeed  exemplified  by  Mrs.  A.  B.  Dick. 

Mrs.  Lincoln   M.   Coy 

Mrs.  Lincoln  M.  Coy,  member  of  the 
Woman's  Board,  died  on  October  9,  1944. 
Thoroughly  versed  in  the  many  activi- 
ties of  the  organization,  one  of  her  most 
valuable  contributions  was  as  speaker 
before  women's  groups,  and  she  will  be 
long  remembered  both  by  her  associates 
and  by  those  who  became  interested  in 
Presbyterian  Hospital  through  her  enthu- 
siasm. 

Joining  the  Board  in  1900  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  from  the  old  Forty- 
First  Street  Church,  Mrs.  Coy  had  served 
on  the  Executive  Committee,  as  secretary 
and  vice-president  of  the  Board,  and  on 
the  School  of  Nursing  Committee  before 
her  temporary  resignation  in  1919.  In 
1926  she  rejoined  through  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  of  which  committee  she 
had  been  chairman  since  1937.  Mrs.  Coy 
was  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee from  1931  to  1935,  was  Printing 
and  By-Laws  chairman  for  a  year,  and 
was  a  vice-president  from  1925  to  1941 
with  the  exception  of  one  year.  She  had 
been  serving  on  the  Advisory  Council 
since  1942  and  on  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering  Committee  and  was  a  zealous 
worker  for  the  Tag  Day  and  Child's  Free 
Bed  funds. 


Mrs.  Clyde  E.  Shorey  Chosen 
President   of   Woman's   Board

Captain    Nelle    Cront 

The  many  friends  of  Captain  Nelle 
Crout  in  the  hospital  and  school  of  nurs- 
ing were  grieved  at  the  report  of  her 
death  in  New  Guinea  on  Nov.  30,  1944. 
Captain  Crout  served  as  chief  nurse  of 
General  Hospital  13. 

Following  her  graduation  from  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
in  1928,  she  practised  as  a  private  duty 
nurse  for  several  years.  She  later  joined 
the  staff  of  the  hospital,  assisting  in  the 
pharmacy  and  then  becoming  assistant 
night   supervisor. 

Joining  the  Army  Nurse  Corps  in 
January,  1941,  Miss  Crout  was  stationed 
at  Fort  McClellan,  Alabama,  for  thirteen 
months,  during  part  of  which  time  she 
held  the  position  of  Assistant  Chief  Nurse. 

When  General  Hospital  13  was  being 
organized  at  Presbyterian  Hospital  in 
1942,  the  medical  officers  requested  Miss 
Crout's  transfer  to  that  Unit  as  chief 
nurse.  Her  promotion  to  captaincy  came 
in  November,  1943. 

Beioved  as  a  nurse  and  admired  and 
respected  as  an  executive,  Captain  Crout 
could  count  as  a  friend  any  with  whom 
she  came  in  contact.  Her  charming  per- 
sonality and  sincere  devotion  to  her  pro- 
fession and  all  it  stands  for  have  en- 
deared her  to  her  host  of  friends.
